derstimate the seriousness of meas- 
les, the complications of which make 
it one of the most dangerous of the 
eruptive fevers. 


The contagion (the germ has not 


yet been discovered) is carried most 
commonly by discharges from the 
nose, and may be carried by a third 
person. 
One attack does not give 


ibsolute proleclion from further in- 
Eection. 
Contray to common belief, 


there may be even three or four at- 
tacks. 


SYMPTOMS:—The disease begins 


(most commonly about fourteen days 
after the infection) with symptoms 
of severe "cold in the head," sneez- 
ing, running nose.chilliness, cough, 
etc. 
The fever may rise as high as 


104 degrees F. 


The rash begining on cheeks and 


forehead in the form of red shotty 
dots, spreads to neck and chest. The 
general symptoms and prostrations 
may be very severe. 
The peeling 


begins two or three days after the 
rash appears.

dreadnaught's sister ship, the Jean 
Bart, tried to tow her to port, and 
during her maneuvering the Jean Bart 
rammed the Courbet 
With her com 


partments already filled by the blow 
from the torpedo, the huge vessel 
could not withstand the added blow, 
and sank 


News of tha sinking of the Cour- 


bet came In the following statement 
given out on Monday by the official 
press bureau: 


"Vienna reports state that it has 


been ascertained that the French 
dreadnaught Courbet was hit by the 
Austrian submarine No 12 The Cour- 
bet was rammed by her sister ship, 
the Jean Bart, -which was attempting 
to tow her. The Courbet sans. The 
Jpan Bart afterward docked at Malta. 
The French pretend that only the Jean 
Bart was slightly damaged, concealing 
the loss of the Courbet" 


While no date or locality was men- 


tioned In the official statement. It is 
believed here that the engagement 
was that which took place on Decem 
her 21 in the Otranto channel, east of 
the "heel1 of Italy.

In the view o£ the United States that 
commerce between neutral nations 
should be interfered with only when 
imperatively necessary, and officials 
of tho Washington government con- 
strued it as conceding that the princi- 
ples expressed by the American note 
were just and upheld by the previous- 
ly accepted usages of international 
law. 


The only formal comment m de was 


contained ia a brief statement issued 
by Sfcretary Bryan, who said' 


'This answer being preliminary and 


not being Intended as a complete re- 
ply, we will postpone comment until 
the full answer is received." 


Briefly, the British note, while con- 


ceding the principles of the American 
government's contentions, points out 
difficulties In actual practice, refers to 
alleged fraudulent practices by ship- 
pers and cites statistics showing an 
increase rather than a decrease, in 
certain neutral commerce, in support 
of Great Britain's suspicions that Ger- 
many and Austrii have been Indirectly 
obtaining contraband through neutral 
countries 
The note promises, how- 


ever that Great Britain will "make 
redress' whenever the action of the 
British fleet "may unintentionally ex- 
ceed ' the limits of international law 


While they are generally reserved in 


their comments it may be stafed au- 
thoritatively that high officials of the 
United States government regard the 
tone of the note as pntirely friendly 
and believe, moreover, that the dis- 
cussion which will follow it will be 
carried on in the same vein, with a 
desire on the part of both countries to 
reach a satisfactory understanding 


The admission by Great Britain of 


one of the chief points in the American 
note- that the relations between neu- 
trals were those of normal times, of 
peace and not ot war—was gratifying 
to officials, who believed that the con- 
troversy would now revolve Itself Into 
a frank discussion of what were the 
actual necessities of the case which

This is the keynote of the message 


delivered by Gov. Emamiel L. Ph'.llpp 
to both houses of the legislature here 
today. Although it is the shortest bi- 
'ennia! mesage delivered to a Wlfccon- 
lEin legislature in a decade, Gov. Phil- 
Spp told his co-workers that this would 
be followed by special messages that 
'will deal more at length with the prob- 
lems of state government. Probably 
no other message ever sent to a. Wls- 


sm legislature contained the word 


sloos or bureaus to which has been 
delegated a large part of the functions 
of government. While some commls 
sions are useful and, therefore, Indis- 
pensable, quite a number caa be abol- 
ished and others consolidated, greatly 
reducing the number of employes and 
in that way effecting a substantial 
saving. It should be our purpose to 
retain every service rendered by the 
state at this time that is useful to the 
people and is w^rth what It costs. But 
in rendering this service cara should 
be exercised so ** to prevent duplica- 
tion of employes, and their duties 
should be so arranged as to enable 
them to give the maximum service. 


The agencies of government should 


at all times be kept under the control 
of the people and made responsible to 
the people It was so intended In our 
original plan of government 
and 


whenever we depart from that, as we 
have in this instance, we deprive the 
people of the power of self govern 
rncnt.

the governor to exercise a better con 
trol over public expenditure, will, I be 
lieve, not be questioned by those who 
underbtand present day public sent!

this provision is reported to be $1,595,- 
359 making a total of insurance car- 
ried by the state of $19,265,359. 


The Board of Regents of the normal 


schools have recently brought an ac- 
tion in court to compel the insurance 
•ommissioner to turn over to the nor- 


al school fund an additional sum of 


$100,800 in settlement of a loss caused 
by the destruction by fire of the state 
normal school at Superior. It is evl 
dent from this that if the courts order 
the payment of this amount the insur 
ance fund will show a deficit, which 
means that the premiums accreditei 
to the insurance account in the pas 
ten years have not accumulated a £unc 
that protects the state against los 
either by fire or tornado; in fact the 
state has.lost a substantial sum 0 
money by not insuring its property, 


The present condition of this func

There is annually appropriated out of 
the general fund $1,200,000 for state 
aid, and $100,000 to the highway com- 
mission with which to carry out the 
purposes of the act. It must be borne 
in mind that in addition to this the 
towns and counties which'ask for state 
aid must each furnish an equal sum 
to that provided by the state.

N THE BQUDOIR FURNISHING | 


Wastebasket, Simple or Elaborate, Is 


Something that Must Be Given 


Consideration. 


The boudoir wastebasket is a dainty 


thing, and not so Impracticable as one 
would think it upon first glance. It 
may be very simple or it may be very 
elaborate, according to the time and 
material which you have to give to It 


An ordinary wire basket, such as is 


used in offices, of the smallest size, is 
best for the purpose, but a wicker one 
may be used If you already have one 
on hand. Cover the outside of the 
basket with silk that in color har- 
monizes with the boudoir or bed- 
room for which it is intended. From 
two to three widths of material may 
be needed for this silk covering, de 
pending, of course, upon the width 
,of the material and the circumference 
of the wastebasket. 
One way of ad 


justing the silk cover to the baske 
is to run a gathering thread along the 
bottom edge (after having seamed 
the widths of the two narrow ends o 
the whole together) of the silk, an 
pull the thread tight until a sort o 
bag is formed. Place the basket i 
this bag, flattening the little bunc 
of gathers out so that the basket wl 
stand flat upon the floor without wab 
Wing. Turn down the raw edge of th 
upper part of the material so that ' 
torms an Inch and a half ruffle hea< 
ing, and proceed to gather it close t 
tne basket. When this has been don 
an inch and a half or two-inch ribbo 
band should be tied about the top ov 
the shirring thread and about the bo 
torn of the basket from two to thre 
Inches from the base, each band en 


made of fancy silk. 


The silk was sewed together to 


form a separate lining and mado a 
trifle smaller than the regular lining, 
with a casing at each end through 
which was run elastic drawn up to 
hold the lining tight about tho wrists.

tlie affairs of the Industrial Commis 
slon hag grown to a large sum. 
For 


the fiscal year ending June 30, 1914 
the cost of tha commission was J104, 
973.00. It seemB that a large Item of 
this coat is due to tha expense of send 
Ing out inspectors on individual caaes 
and the ultimate perfecting of the law 
will result in materially reducing this 
part of the cost of administration. 


The law now provides thnt all ap- 


peals from orders of the commission 
shall be taken to the circuit court -of 
Dane county. This provision makes 
litigation under the act unnecessarily 
expensive and la Inconsistent with the 
spirit of the law. 
I would suggest 


that the law be changed ao that cases 
appealed to the circuit court may be 
tried in tlie circuit where the claim 
originated. 


Legislative Reference Bureau. 


The legislature of 1903 created a 


legislative reference library. Its pur- 
pose was to furnish. Information to 
members of the leglsk-.ture upon such 
subjects as related to legislation. 
It 


has since been converted into a bill 
drafting institution where proposed 
laws are furnished upon application 
without any further effort upon the 
part of the legislator. 
Thla system 


has had the effect o£ greatly Increas- 
ing the number of bills introduced and 
lias resulted In the passage of a great 
many useless laws. The legislature of 
1913 pased 7TS bills. 


The purpose oE the original act 


creating the library was good. How- 
ever, we must now judge its value by 
the record it lias made, which I be- 
lieve to justify the statement that it 
has exercised an undue influence upon 
legislation. It has resulted in outside 
preparation of bills for legislative ac- 
tion, superceding Individual legislative 
study, and greatly impairing legisla- 
tive efficiency, to act as tha result ol 
tliat individual judgment which, mem- 
bars of such a body should devote to 
the work they were elected to perform. 
Originally projected ns a library, it 
has in every sense become a bureau.- I 
therefore recommend that the law 
creating the bureau, as it Is now 
known, be repealed. 
This will have 


tlie effect of saving about $21,000 per 
year. 
State Printing. 


The coat of state printing has grown 


to an enormous sum.

Sleep in Darkened Room. 


The most undisturbed sleep is al-

The State Board of Public Affairs 


has recently investigated this matter 
and strongly c.-itlzes the lack of sys- 
tem. 


The entire subject of printing de- 


serves consideration and I recommend 
that some better supervision be estab- 
lished by law over the matter of pub- 
lic printing in order that useless publi- 
cation may be 'eliminated and that 
some regard be had for the probable 
demand, thereby substantially reduc- 
ing the expense. 


State Insurance. 


It has been the policy of the state 


since 1903 to assume the fire risk on 
its own buildings. The Insurance car- 
ried on state property by the state is 
reported by the commissioner as $17,- 
670,000. 
In addition to this there Is 


on tho statute books of the state a 
provision that all property of cities, 
counties, villages and school districts,, 
after favorable vote on the part ot 
boards or councils having charge of 
such public property, may - contract 
for their insurance protection with 
the commissioner of insurance. 
The 


amount of insurance carried under 
this provision is reported to be ?1,595,- 
359, 
making a total of Insurance car- 


ried by the state of $19,265,359. 


The Board of Regents of the normal 


schools have recently brought an ac- 
lion In court to compel the Insurance 
commissioner to turn over to the nor- 
mal school fund an additional sura ol 
S10C,800.in settlement of a loss caused 
by tlie destruction by fire of the state 
normal school at Superior. It is evi- 
dent from this that if the courts order 
the payment of this amount the insur- 
ance fund will show a deficit, which 
means that the premiums accredited 
to the insurance account In the past 
ten years have not accumulated a fund 
that protects the state against loss 
either by lire or tornado; in fact the 
state has.lost a substantial sum ot 
money by not insuring its property. 


The present condition of this fund 


after 
an 
experience of ten years 


demonstrates conclusively that state 
Insurance on the basla on which It has 
been carried on Is a failure. I recom- 
mencl that the present system o£ state 
fire insurance be discontinued, and a 
more reliable insurance be substituted 
therefor. ' 


Highways. 


Tha stnte now is engaged In tvhat 


is generally conceded to be an extrava- 
gant system 
oE /highway building. 


There is annually appropriated out oE 
tlie general fund $1,200,000 for state 
aid, 
and ?100,000 to the highway com- 


mission with which to carry out the 
purposes of the act. It must be borne 
*n mind that In addition to this the 
towns and counties which'ask for state 
aid must each furnish an equal sum 
to that provided by the state. It the 
appropriation for 1914 is used the total 
amount expended on state aid roads 
for that year would be $3,000,000, ex- 
clusive of the expense of the commig 
sion and whatever "he towns and coun 
lies might have exper.ded for super 
vision. This amount Is generally r 
garded by the people a3 excessive and 
burdensome to the taxpayers. 


It would seem that the first step 


necessary In proceeding with this pro 
ject is to organise, under the super- 
vision ot a competent highway engl 
neer, a staff ol practical roadbuilders 
and this, it Is generally conceded, is 
difficult to secure. Furthermore, there

The board of regents of tlie university 
have been very successful In securing 
appropriations from 
the legislature. 


The board of regents of the normal 
schools also are an Influential body. 


STRAIGHT LINES LIKED 


Wisconsin for the purpose ot produc- 
ing a resource that will in the end be 
for tue benefit of the people at large. 


As a, business proposition it should 


not appeal to UB. We have bad suffi- 
cient experience to convince as that 
the annual cost Is large and that the 
investment which has already reached 
a large sum will continue to grow 
rabidly in sums that will burden the 
taxpayers. 
There is a diversity ot 


opinions among experts and practical 
men as to the time required.to produce 
a tree that can be converted into mer- 
chantable timber. The estimates run 
from fifty to 100 years. It should not 
require much argument to convince 
anyone that a business proposition 
which cannot possibly pay any returns 
for a period of from fifty to 100 years 
Is not attractive, and is, as a matter 
of fact, an unwise investment. Fur- 
thermore, the property is subject to 
destruction by fire or storm; therefore 
it is not exempt from the ordinary 
business risk. 


The project is open to the further 


objection that It removes so large an 
acreage from the tax roll of sparsely 
settled counties in the northern part 
of our state as to make local taxation 
burdensome to the remaining prop- 


still is much doubt In the minds o; 
practical men as to the best material 
:o be used in the construction o£ high 
ways. These facts, together with the 
opposition to high taxes, make It 1m 
peratlve to proceed on a more con- 
servative basis. 
The condition ot many state roads 


that have been but recently 
built 


proves conclusively that it Is neces 
sary to make better provision for their 
maintenance. 
-It will be a waste of 


money to go on with these great ex- 
penditures for highways unless suit- 
able arrangements are made to Iceep 
;hem in repair. 


State Forestry. 


In 1903 the legislature created the 


department of forestry, and began the 
jroject of reforesting cutover timber 
ands in the northern part ot the state. 
There Is annually appropriated $35,- 


00 to pay the salaries ahd carry out 
lie provisions of the act. The legisla- 
ure of 1911 made an appropriation of 
:350,000, distributed over a period of 
ive years, for the purchase of addi- 
lonal lands, and the law lurther pro- 
vides tor an annual appropriation o£ 


10,000 which can. be expended by the 
tate land commissioners for the pur- 
hage of lands that have, reverted to 
aunties for taxes and for other lands, 
'his appropriation "nas been used each 
ear since It was authorized. 
The 


otal appropriation available to the 
orestry department Is ?95,000 per an- 
num. 
The state set aside all swamp lands

State University. 


The people ot our state have bee: 


generous in their support 
o£ pub 


lie education. "While it Is clearly thel 
purpose to build up an educatlona 
system that \vlll give equal facilities t 
all the people. It appears that in recen 
years a tendency has grown up unde 
rather disproportionate amount of th 
money available for educational pur 
poses. 


Tlie people wish to maintain the unl 


vnrslty aa a first class institution o 
learning; 
however, the amount o 


money needed to meet its demands I 
so large that the people have come 
to regard it as being unnecessarily ex 
travagant and there Is a general de 
mand tor a substantial reduction In 
the appropriations. 


As a result of this growing feelini 


the state board of public affairs ore 
ered a survey, a report ol which, coh- 
ering a year of investigation, will soon 
be submitted to you. The discoverle 
of the investigators are many, am 
cannot be discussed in this message 
No doubt there is sufficient informa 
tion in the report to enable you to cor 
reel the faults of the Institution, what 
ever they may be. 


In addition to the increased cost to 


the university it Js pointed out tha 
the presence of so many nonresiden 
students in the capital city has created 
a competition for living accomodatlons 
and as a result the expenses which 
resident .students have to meet have 
been materially advanced. 
"We shoulc 


not adopt a narrow policy of exclud 
ing nonresident students. We should 
however, charge a tuition fee that wil 
compensate the state for the cost o: 
their education, and we r-hould limit 
the number who mar be admitted to 
suit the present facilities ot the schoo' 
after resident students have been 
taken care of. 


Normal and Rural! School*. 


A very liberal policy has been pur 


sued in. the matter'of building state 
normal schools. 
Eight are now In 


operation and a new ona Is now In pro- 
cess-of construction. This policy has 
greatly increased the expenses of that 
branch of education. 
The appropria- 


tion by the last legislature for norma! 
school purposes exceeded 
?1,000,000 


for the year ending June 30, 1914. If 
these schools are to be used exclusive- 
ly for training teachers It would seem 
unnecessary' to 'build any. more of 
them. 


A comparatively small number of 


graduates from these schools accept 
employment as teachers in country 
schools, -where they are most needed. 
A greater number are employed in 
the graded and high schools of tlie 
cities, where they receive larger puy 
and the profession of teaching is more 
attractive. 
The rural school course 


in our state normal schools. In oar 
high 
schools 
and 
In 
our- county 


training schools are furnishing but 
forty-five per cent of the teachers 
called for each year In our country 
schools. 


The first step necessary to improve 


our country schools Is to provide a 
better equipped teacher. In order to 
do this we must provide preparatory 
institutions within easy reach of the 
young men and women in the country 
•who are -willing ta make rural school 
teaching a profession. This, I believe, 
can best be obtained by a further 
extension and improvement of our 
present system of county training 
schools. 


County School Boards. 


The last legislature passed an act 


creating county school boards. These 
boards are practically without duties, 
and there is a general complaint that 
because they are without functions it 


.n unnecessary .expenditure of 


money. 
I recommend that the law 


creating them be repealed. 


Our common schools and particular- 


y our country schools need more and 
better supervision. In many counties 
here are so many schools that" the 
superintendent finds." It .impossible to 
give the necessary.supervision as time 
will permit him to make only a brief 


The common schools, which are the 
schools of ihe masses, are not thus 
represented, and do not receive their 
fair proportion of all the" money avail- 
able for educational purposes. 


The result is that we are building 


our educational S3rstem from the lop 
down Instead of from the bottom up. 
This system is wrong, and needs to he 
corrected In Ihe interest ot Ihe people. 
A single board of education, represent- 
ing all of these interests, would give 
better business manngemcnt. would 
cause the monies to be more etjullablu 
apporlioned and correlate the state's 
education activities. 


I recommend that the board of re- 


gents of the university and the board 
of regents of the normal schools be 
abolished, and that there be created 
Instead a central board of education. 


Continuing Annual Appropriations. 
I wish lo call attention to the policy 


o£ making continuing annual appro- 
priations for the support of numerous 
public and private Institutions. This 
financial policy has a tendency to keep 
up the expenditures of these institu- 
tions (o the amounts made available 
for them by the appropriations regard- 
less of their actual needs. 


There should be frequent reconsid- 


eration of nil state appropriations, and 
they should be governed by the neces- 
sities of tlie case and tlio ability of 
the people to pay. 
The annual ap- 


propriations now in force under Uii.s 
system amount to nearly $S,000,0<10. 
This large amount suggests the neces- 
sity of a complete revision of these 
appropriations, and a reduction in the 
amount to conform lo a more econom- 
ical policy. 


Water Powers. 


The development and bringing Into 


use of tlie water powers within the 
state is a matter which should receive 
your careful attention. Most if not all 
powers' of considerable magnitude are 
located upon navigable streams. AB to 
such streams the public right of navi- 
gation is superior to any other, but 
the state has no proprietary interest 
in the water powers. They belong to 
the owners of adjacent banks, and It 
will be manifestly to tlie public ad- 
vantage to have them improved and 
put to use In operating mills, factories 
and for other beneficial purposes. In 
the Interest and for the protection 
of navigation it has long been the 
policy of tlie state to permit the erec- 
tion of dams or other works in navig- 
able streams only upon consent of the 
state, and this policy should be ad- 
hered to. 
For nearly ten years there has been 


no substantial improvement ot water 
power properties because of the unfav- 
orable legislation proposed and en- 
acted during that period. 
In 1911 a 


water power bill was passed which de- 
clared that water powers belonged to 
and'were the property of the state and 
contained provisions, respectiug the 
development and use of such powers 
so framed as to cany out that view. 
This act, being, challenged before the 
supreme court, was held unconstitu- 
tional for the reason, among others, 
that it denied the private ownership 
of -water powers. 


In 1913 the legislature enacted » 


new water power law which, while In 
form recognizing ownership of water 
powers by riparians, provided in sub- 
stance that as a condition of granting 
to water power owners permission or 
consent of the state to the ejection 
oi dams necessary to utilize their prop- 
erty, such owners should agree In ad- 
vance to surrender It to the state at 
any time atter thirty years without 
receiving the compensation which the 
constitution provides that every citi- 
zen eh all receive when his property la 
taken for public use. 
It would seem to be the part of •wis- 


dom to promptly enact a -water power 
bill which will encourage owners to 
develop these powers and use them for 
the purposes to whlcli they can now 
be put, making at the same time ample 
provision safeguarding the rights of 
the state and providing that -when tb,e 
state or any municipality shall require 
the powers for any recognized public 
use they shall be available therefor 
upon payment of the constitutional 
compensation. If they can be used to 
operate paper or pulp mills or other 
factories it will result iji cities and 
:owns springing up, as well as In giv- 
ing to the settlers ot our wild lands 
a market for their forest products, and 
.he produce of their farms.

Too Many Laws.

here Is no demand in this state at 
his time for much new legislation. 
The legislatures that have assembled 
here In recent years were evidently 
jossessed with the Idea that every 
urn an ill can be corrected by statute. 


The last legislature seemed to be par- 
icularly active. It remained in ses- 
ion for eight mouths and passed 776 
aws. 


Daws that are not supported by pub- 


ic sentiment or for which there Is no 
general demand are but poorly ob- 
erved; and non-observance of the law 
reates contempt for all law. 
Tils 


egislature can render the people s. 
ervice by removing from the statute 
ooks a large number of laws that are 
seless. because public opinion doeis 
ot support them.

Wastebasket, Simple or Elaborate, Is 


Something That Mutt Be Giver: 


Consideration. 


The boudoir wastebaskot Is a dainty 


thing, and not so Impracticable as one 
would think It upon, first glance. It 
may be very simple or It may be very 
elaborate, according to the time and 
material which you have to give to It. 


An ordinary wire basket, such as Is 


used In offices, ot the smallest size, Is 
best for the purpose, but a wicker one 
may be used If you already have one 
on hand. Cover the outside of the 
basket with silk that In color har- 
monizes with the boudoir or bed- 
room for which It Is Intended. From 
two to three wldtho of material may 
be needed for this silk covering, de- 
pending, ol course, upon the width 
.of the material and the circumference 
ot the wastebasket. One way of ad- 
Justing the silk cover to the basket 
Is to run a gathering thread along the 
bottom edge (after bavins seamed 
the widths of the two narrow ends of 
the whole together) of the silk, and 
pull the thread tight until a sort of 
bag Is formed. 
Place the basket In 


this bag, flattening the little bunch 
of gathers out so that the basket will 
stand flat upon the floor without wab- 
bling. Turn down the raw edge of the 
upper part of the material EO that It 
forma an Inch and a half ruffle head- 
ing, and proceed to gather It close to 
the basket. When this has been done 
an Inch and a half or two-lech ribbon 
band should be tied about the top over 
the shirring thread and about the bot- 
tom of the basket from two to three

Superior Telegram.—In the 
two 


recent naval battles between German 
and British warships near the coast 
of South America only a. few 
lives 


.rere saved of the crews on the ships 
which were sunk. In the first battle 
British s-uips were sunk, the Ger- 
mans having the larger guns. In the 
second and more recent battle the 
British had the larger guns, and the 
rerman ships were sunk. It is stat- 
ed that tho reason for the large loss 
of life on both occasions was that 
the naval code of both nations 
is 


that no armed ship shall surrender 
to an enemy when disabled and no 
longer able to flght. Under this code 
the only way in which a ship can be 
:aptured with its crew living 
Is 


where a ship is beached, or is other- 
wise aground, and cannot sink. 
That code is both cruel and useless. 
With the heavy guns now in use the 
ships opposing each other are miles 
ipart, and when a ship goes down 
there Is very little chance to rescue 
the crew. 
But even when, the cap- 


tain sees that his ship must sink the 
code prevents him from 
signaling 


surrender and saving his crew. This 
s a needless waste of life, extremely 
cruel and without any reasonable ex- 
cuse. 
But this is only one among 


many other cruelties of -war, some of 
which are o£ much greater extent, 
because they involve many more peo- 


ple, 
like the war swept 
areas 
of 


lomes, 
where 
untold 
numbers of 


women and children are victims.

county. 
I am not overly proud of 


the cheap cost of supervision work 
in Wood County, because I realize 
that the supervision cost is 
alto- 


gether too cheap. 
Now, then, why is 


It too cheap and what is the.result? 
It will be needless for me to answer 
those questions to an old railroader 
or an old conductor of similar work. 
This Slate Aid Highway work 
re- 


quires more supervision than rail- 
road work. 
Of course, in talking 


about railroad work, I mean the new 
teonstruction of railroad grades. 


In handling railroad crews on a 


new construction, the crews contain 
upwards of from forty to fifty teams 
perhaps. 
One foreman, with per- 


haps 
two 
assistant 
foremen 
or 


"straw bosses" will have charge of 
such outfit. 
The 
highway 
work 


must be divided up Into squads of 
from four to thirty men and at no 
time is it possible to use more than 
a dozen teams in one crew, because 
the jobs are small and for a small 
job H does not pay to make large pre- 
parations. 
The moving 
of 
these 


gangs under pay costs money, with- 
out bringing any results on roads. 


These, and other Items, too numer- 


ous to mention, will prove to a man 
of keen business judgment, that in 
order to do the work economically, 
there must be a sufficient amount al- 
lowed for supervision cost. I under- 
stand that railroads allow about ten 
per cent for supervision cost of con- 
struction. 
The State of Wisconsin 


and Wood county have used less than 
five per cent and that is the reason 
that I am not proud of the cheap cost 
of supervision, because the construc- 
tion work has not been sufficiently 
supervised. 
What is the 
remedy? 


The remedy for this supervision cost 
is in the hands of the County Board 
of Supervisors, but on account of the

However, before he attains to this degree of 


courage and comes eventually to be stricken with 
battle fever he must have been divorced from his 
sense of fear by some process or association aside 
from his conscious control 
Fear and" the con- 


crete evidence of bravery are seldom If ever com- 
bined In any hazardous undertaking, and espe- 
cially in the case where the individual faces 
the enemy in battle or other mortal danger—un- 
supported and alone 


And that brings us again to the weird and fear- 


some specters that take form in the dreadful dark, 
along the silent and deserted road at the edge of 
the ghost-haunted graveyard 


It is interesting, and not a little amusing, now 


that I (and we are all pretty much alike In that 
respect) look back over the years and coldly an- 
alyze the mental attitude in which under the 
curtain of night I hesitatingly approached, trem- 
blingly passed and thankfully left behind those 
harmless and sacred villages of the dead at the 
time I was an impressionable lad 


For you see, when fortune favored me with 


companions on the infrequent occasions of my 
nocturnal journeys past the old graveyards, even 
if it were only a small boy not yet old enough to 
recognize the possibilities of a ghost in a dusk- 
shrouded tombstone, my courage always retained 
enough stamina to carry me through the other- 
wise nerve shredding ordeal—without having to

the lowering dark of the somber aisles running 
through the shrubs and the weeping, willows-

fears, and some, I cannot undertake to say what 
per cent, have by natural development, will power 
or self-control outgrown the sense of fear to such 
an extent that it does not manifest itself when In 
the face of danger 


But there are those of us in whom fear quickly 


and prominently develops or recurs when our life 
Is placed In Imminent peril 
And such men are 


in the majority, very probably The world calls 
them "cowards " Possibly that is an appropriate 
generalized term, thoagh it should be gingerly 
applied In the case of tho man who strives bnt IB 
unable to overcome a natural feeling of fear 
There should too, be qualifying distinctions, as, 
for instance, the moral coward, as distinguished 
from the "physical1 coward, the coward of con- 
science nnd the coward of principle 


The moral coward may not ever have experi- 


enced the sense of fear, or vice versa 


It is the rare exception, however, when a man 


will voluntarily admit fear of physical danger be- 
fore the enemy And It would needs be a grace- 
less coward indeed who should confess that he 
would be afraid to enlist under the colors if called 
upon for the defense of his country. 


Certainly an overwhelming majority of us, 


whether or not we are sufficiently candid to admit 
it experience the sense of fear in a greater or 


less deRrce when wo mentally jilnco oursolvo* 
within range of the oneiny s flesh mangling shrap- 
nel paining the vicious thiust of a bowel ripping 
bajonet or dodging tho decapitating B«i"K of "• 
caialiymnn's saber. 


And there are many of us who If wow pro about 


to be placed In such a position, would—much to 
siiy tho least 
And then there arc thouo no one 


will evei know what pioportlon of tho whole, 
who when ordered Into action would drop out! 
flop over and play 'possum or just plain bent It, 
prodding ho could do so without attracting tl»* 
attention ot his more loyal comrades or Doing de- 
tected by Ilia/officers, which last eventuality boj 
knows would result in a qulclc dealt penalty of! 
death

Even If so disposed such a getaway could, of 


course bo enocted only In a tliln lino of troops

Much aa I might wish to be a boy again, I

There has been so much said and written pro 


and con In discussing the tactics of the Germans 
in sending their forces at the enemy In what 
is known as the "mass formation" that it seems 
aa if little could be added to the argument- 


But there is a human side to this policy that 


so far has not been presented; not to my knowl- 
edge, at least. 


It Is a simple phase o( the question that has 


to do with the element of human nature; the 
mental process of the mass, as disclosed by the 
individual as its unit. 


Why is It that the man who quakes with fear 


at tho approach of an impending battle quite 
often, as the records show, is tne one wlio goes 
In at the .charge with apparently the daredevil 
recklessness and disregard for danger that dis- 
tinguished him among his comrades as the man 
unafraid or as being "crazy with the heat"—of 
battle? 


However, before he attains to this degree of 


courage and comes eventually to oe stricken with 
battle fever he must have been divorced' from his 
sense of fear by some process or association aside 
from his conscious control. 
Fear antl the con- 


crete evidence of bravery are seldom If ever com- 
bined In any hazardous undertaking, and eepe- 
dally in the case where the individual faces 
the enemy in battle or other mortal danger—un- 
supported and alone. 


And that brings us again to the wefrd atrot fear- 


some specters that take form In the dreadful dark, 
along the silent and deserted road at the edge of 
the ghost-haunted graveyard. 


It is interesting, and not a little amusing, now 


that I (and we are all pretty much alike In that 
respect) look back over the years and coldly an- 
alyze the mental attitude In which under tbe 
curtain of night I hesitatingly approached, trem- 
blingly passed and thankfully left behind those 
harmless and sacred villages of the dead at the 
time I was an impressionable lad. 


For, you see, when fortune favored me with 


companions on the infrequent occasions of my 
nocturnal journeys past the old graveyards, even 
If it were only a small boy not yet old enough to 
recognize the possibilities of a ghost in a dusk- 
shrouded tombstone, my courage always retained 
enough stamina to carry me through the other- 
wise nerve-shredding ordeal—without having to 
resort to the expedient of whistling myself out of 
breath, at any rate. 


There might be prowling ghosts over there in 


the lowering dark of the somber aisles running 
through the shrubs anil the weeping willows— 
but what fellow should be afraid of ghosts with 
a faithful comrade touching elbows at his side? 


However, on occasions when there was a. com- 


pany of us, four or six or more boys, that-walked 
together along the graveyard road, why. there Just 
simply were no ghosts at all. 


But If one of us had by some "fortuity became 


separated from the main body and suddenly real- 
ized that- he was stark alone among the momen- 
tous possibilities of his ominous surroundings, his 
false keyed bravado would instantly have lost its 
grip and hit bottom with a plunk. 


The chances are, as a matter of fact, that he 


would have been "scared stiff"—too stiff to get out 
of his tracks—for the moment, at least 
And, 


quite unblushingly, I am assuming tbat that boy 
must have been myself. 


And, 
as for any of ns to have ventured in the 


circumstance to go'in there alone—quite unthink- 
able, I assure you. 


But what, you are asking, hae all this to do 


with the question of the German general war 
staffs tactics when storming a fortress or charg- 
ing the battle line in sending, their troops at the 
enemy in close order or "mass formation?" 


Well, the man is the boy and the boy le the 


man, and the mental attitude of the soldier In 
relation to battle is precisely that of the boy and 
the night-veiled graveyard. 


With this difference, all boys, unless it be the 


occasional exception that proves the rule, are 


naturally obsessed with childish fear of ghosts 
and graveyard phantoms created In tholr fertile 
'imagination. 
Most men outgrow such baseless 


fears, and some, I cannot undertake to Bay what 
per cent, have by natural development, will power 
or self-control outgrown tbe sense of fear to such 
an extent that It does not manifest itself Tiben ID 
the face of danger. 


But thero are those of us In whom fear quickly 


and prominently develops or recurs when our life 
Is placed In imminent peril. And such men are 
In the majority, very probably. Tho world calls 
them "cowards." 
Possibly that Is an appropriate 


generalized term, though It should be gingerly 
applied in tlio case of tam man who strives but la 
unable to overcome a natural feeling of fear. 
There should, too, be qualifying distinctions, as, 
for instance, the moral coward, as distinguished 
from the "physical" coward; the coward of con- 
science and the coward of principle. 


The moral coward may not ever have experi- 


enced the sense of fear, or vice versa. 


It Is the rare exception, however, when a man 


will voluntarily admit fear of physical danger be- 
fore the enemy. And It would needs be a. grace- 
less coward Indeed who should confess that he 
would be afraid to enlist under the colors if called 
upon for the defense of his country. 


Certainly an overwhelming majority of us, 


whether or not we are sufficiently candid to admit 
It, experience tbe sense of fear In a greater or

INDIAN TROOPS IN ACTION 


Although mainly Mohammedan, the Indian na- 


tive army embraces men of the most varying 
religions, sects and races. 
Its normal strength 


in round figures is 160,000 men, but this does 
not include (about) 22,000 imperial service troops, 
35,000 reservists and 39,000 volunteers. 


The officers, of course, are British, but every 


regiment has Its native officers, known respec- 
tively as rlsaldars, subahdars and Jemidars. A 
risaldar is the native commander of a troop of 
cavalry, while the subahdar and Jemldar rank 
respectively 
as captain and lieutenant—among 


themselves, that Is. for in no circumstance does 
a native captain exercise any command over a 
British lieutenant. 
The Indian soldiers whose 


names are most familiar to the British- public 
are the Sikh, the Rajput, tho Gurkha and the 
Pathan. 


It was the Sikh, of course, who put op such a 


tremendous flght against England years ago, but 
•who, once conquered, has ever since proved thjo 
loyalest of the loyal. Originally of Hindu origin, 
the Sikhs as a religious sect were founded by 
Nanak Shan in the fifteenth century, and reached 
tbe zenith of their military and political power 
under the famous Ranjit Singh (1780-1839). Tbe 
Sikh la not born a Slkb. but Is admitted or Ini- 
tiated as one when he reaches early manhood.

There are 17 separate commercial 
products made from coal and prac- 
tically all ot these are allowed in 
America to go up In smoke and are 
imported from Europe.

Dynamite for Orchards 


Until recently a slick of dynamite 
s about the last thing a fruit grow- 


er would have thought 
of taking 


along when he went to plant young 
trees. 
Now, however, according to 


an English agricultural journal, sci- 
ence is urging thai the explosive be 
used in the planting as an effective 
means of hurrying the tree's growth 
and making it yield more fruit. 
Ex- 


perience in South Africa and Austra- 
lia, as well as in many American or- 
chards, shows that the explosion of 
a dynamite charge 
In 
the 
earth 


makes just the sort of hole in which 
a tree will tlnive best. 


When an explosive is employed in- 


slead of a spade, the soil is shaken up 
and lissured for a comparatively wldo 
area beyond the hole actually requir- 
ed for the Iree. 


Experience has shown that trees 


planted in ground prepared by explo- 
sives make a much more vigorous 
and lapid growth than when plant- 
ed in the ordinary way. Some trees 
have begun bearing after four years, 
while others similarly situated, but 
spade-planted, did not yield fruit un- 
til six years. 


In the case of existing orchards lit- 


tle can be done in the ordinary way! 


to aerate or render the soil more per- 
vious to the roots and moisture; but 
a small cartridge inserted at some 
depth befow the tree, or a larger one 
exploded at a depth of three feet or 
over below the surface, and midway 
between (rocs planted about Iftcen 
feet apart, has a beneficial effort In 
loosening the soil without Injuring 
the trees.
